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The newly submitted handle particulars in claim 1 would require a new grounds of rejection. In claims 8, 14, and 20, the subject matter 
of the handle movable longitudinally relative to the slider has not been previously claimed, and would require further consideration and/or 
a new grouns of rejection. Further, claims 8, 14, and 20 present 112 problems. In claims 14 and 20, the handle does not move alond an 
axis parallel to a longitudinal axis, as claimed. The handle movement is arcuate. Regarding claim 8, it is unclear as to how the handle 
moves from the first to the second position when the slider strikes the stop. It would seem that there would only be minimal movement 
of the handle during impact.
